lor CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRISUND) 

Mexico City, May 12—<Activity on the part 

of the government today indicates the offi- 
clais fear an attack upon the city. The 
guard at the Belem city prison, where there 
are more than 5,000 prisoners, of whom 
forty are political, was increased by 1,000 
pidiers, who ate stationed on the walls at 
pints of vantage. 
Four pieces of light artillery have been 
transferred from the arsenal to the National 
palace, where they are mounted so that they 
command all the approaches. All of the 
cannon in the arsenal have been brought 
outside. Government officiale preserve si- 
lence regarding these preparations except 
that, the war office says they are mrely pro- 
tective measures taken to insure against a 
possible attack. 

Should the city be attacked it ie certain 
a strong force of rebel sympathizers inside 
the city would rise against the authorities. 
It is estimated that 80 per cent of the 
citizens are Maderists. 


Americans Fear Mob Attacks. 

The American colony in Mexico City is 
wrought up over the danger of mob attacks 
which may come it the government loses con- 
trol or in cage an attack is made by the rebels 
upon the city. It is estimated that more than. 
7% per cent of the women and children of 
American families in Mexico City have been 
sent to the United States within the last sixty 
daya Others are leaving this week. 

It is Known that the American amvpassador 
considers the situation serious. After the 
meeting of all the foreign representatives, 
which was held on Wednesday at the Amer- 
ican embassy to study plans for the protec- 
tion of fofeigners in Mexico City in case 
of an outbreak of anarchy, a committee of 
two called wpon Minister de La Barre and 
laid the matter before him. The minister of 
foreign relations agreed with the ideas sug- 
gested. 

The proposed plan, which has the support 
of Ambassador Wilson, is that several mili- 
tary companies be raised and drilled by each 
foreign colony and be armed and ready to 
assist the authorities to keep order. 


The government offered to supply the arms 


and the officers to drill the companies. 


Denies Danger to Aliens. 

A prominent Mexican government official, 
when asked regarding the danger to Ameri- 
cans, today said there was none in sight 
unless there should be intervention on the 
part of the United States. The government 
is able to handle any @ituation which may 
arise in Mexico City. and the only dangers 
ure that an attack upon the eity would re- 
quire a larger army and in the case of inter- 
vention there might be mobe. 

Continuing, the official said that if the 
United States was waiting for a state of 
anarchy to prevail before declaring inter- 
vention there was no danger of intervention. 

It ie not known whether Mexico is to have 
immediate peace or a long war. If war, 
then Madero will proceed toward Mexico 
City, withdrawing the danger from the 
United States border and leaving the matter 
a question of civil war in Mexico, which does 
not concern the United States. 


Tells Position of Diaz. 

Minister of Finance Jose Yves Limantour 
today made public a statement showing the 
course which President Diaz intends to pur- 
sue. This course probably will be any- 
thing but pleasing to the rebels. 

According to this statement General Diaz 
will not leave the presidency while the 
country is in its present state of unrest. 
He stands ready to state in more explicit 
terme than those contained in his recent 
manifesto, if necessary, his attitude with 
reference to his retirement. He has de- 
manded to know from his opponents, the 
terms in which they expected him to an- 
nounce his willingness to resign, and is 
waiting a reply from them. 

The president’s declaration of last Sun- 
day was made in good faith. . There was 
no subterfuge in the declaration. He meant 
what he said—that he would lay down the 
teins of government when he could do 80 
without danger of anarchy or chaos. 

Sefior Limantour declared that following 
the issuance of the president's manifesto 
and ite rejection by the revolutionists, a 
message was sent to Judge Carbajal, the 
government's peace representative, asking 
that Madero and his followers say in exactly 
what terme they desired the announcement 
that the president was willing to resign be 
made.

Two as queer little tra s Chicago has 
harbored—a pretty black eyed girl, just 
turned 10. and her brother, aged 13—arrived 
fn this city yesterday ‘‘ on the cuehions.’’ 

With them came the story of childish cour- 
age and self-sacrifice that the Child Welfare 
association would do well to have bound and 
displayed at the Coliseum as exhibit No. 1 
among its heroic annals of the poor. 

The two little tramps have been away from 
Chicago for a month. During that period 
they have passed through enough adventures 
to stock the ordinary youngster’ s childhood. 
Their experiences reached high tide last week 
when, without a penny, they ran away from 
the Mennonite home in West Liberty, O., in 
which they were confined. 


Girl Masquerades as Boy, 

The little girl snipped off her jet black 
looks and put on a suit of her brother's 
clothes and they set forth to beat their 
way to Chicago. 

They spent the following six days as 
„guests of honor in the Lima jail, and 
two or three days ago were heard of there 
by Father C. J. Quille of Our Lady of Mercy 
mission, 1140 Jackson boulevard, Chicago. 

The two children are Frances and Marry 
Senza and their address just at present is at 
161 Carpenter street. 

When their two cases have been properly 
disposed of the authorities propose to make 
an attempt to bring back to this city four 
other children of the same family who are 


still at the Mennonite home. 


The two runaways were merely the pre- 
cursers of this little brood and their purpose 
in starting out for Chicago was part of a 
well thought out scheme to bring help to the 
others. These children could not come away 
because they were too young and stayed be- 
hind with the little mother of the family, 
Lillie, aged 12, who refused to desert them. 


Say They Were Whipped. 

The six Lenza children were sent to the 
West Liberty home from the Juvenſle court 
four weeks ago, at the request of the Rev. 
Emil Bash, a Mennonite priest. The father 
had left his wife, and she was unable to sup- 
port them. 

It was all right for a day or two,“ said 
the little girl. Then they began to whip 
us. I was whipped twice on Sunday for not 
staying in church. So was Harry. Then 
they sent us to bed without our dinner or 
supper. 

„It was Lillie who made it up for us to run 
away. She said that Harry and I would 
have to go, because Frank is only 4 and 
George only 6, and Beatrice only 8 She said 
she would stay with them and take the whip- 
pings if we would come to Chicago and get 
help. 


Shucks Skirts for Trousers. 

“Well, we tan away on Thursday morn- 
ing. They sent us out to keep the cows 
out of the potato patch While the man who 
whipped us and some ladies were planting 
‘em. Lie had sneaked a suit of boy’s 
clothes and a pair of scissors and Harry 
and I hid em under our clothes. 

“When the man who whipped us and 


‘the ladies wasn’t looking, we slipped over 


on the other side of a hill. Then we ran 
like sixty. Pretty soon, when we just 
couldn't run any more, we crawled on our 
hands and knees in some bushes and then 
Harry cut off my heir and helped me on 
with the pants. I teck off my skirt and 
everything and hid them fn the weeds. Then 
I put on the ¢ap afd the coat and we 
started. 

“ We ran at first. Then we'd walk a while 
and run again. At last came to a pond 
that was just full of mud turtles. We rested 
and the turtles came up on the bank and 
Harry ran and caught fifteen of them, be- 
cause, he said, we could kill em and eat em 
if we couldn't get anything else. 


“Then we started off walking agein and 


we got awful bungry. Harry said we'd eat 
rome of the turties, but when he got the 
nasty crawly thing out and showed it to me 
I said I wasn't very hungry. He said he 
wasn't hungry either, so we kept on walking. 

“After a long while it began to get dark and 
we could see people lighting lamps in the 
houses. Then I got lonesome and began to 
cry and Harry took me in his arms and said: 
Don't ery,’ and we went into a house and a 
man gave us a good supper and a nice bed and 
80 we went to sleep. 


Stranger Pays Their Fare. 

“In the morning the man asked us who 
we were, ang Harry said that we were lost 
cntladrén, but that we lived in Lima, and he 
said, ‘Follow the railway track and you'll 
get there,’ so we followed the track and 
pretty soon a car came along and we stopped 
it and got on. 

First thing after we sat down the con- 
ductor came and said, ‘Give me your fare,’ 
but Harry said, Ain't got none,’ and I gtart- 
ed to cry, and a man across the aisle said, 
‘How much is it?’ and paid It. 

When we got into Lima a man met us at 
the station and he said, ‘ Who are you kids 
all out here by yourselves?’ and Harry spoke 
up right away and said, We're runaway 
children and we want some place to go,’ and 
the man said, All right, see the sheriff.’ 


Horse Thief Proves Friend. 

“So we went over to the sheriff and he had 
a jail. There was eight prisoners init. One 
prisoner had stole a horee and they were 
going to lock him up for five years and he 
was little and had a bald head, and I was 
sorry for him. 

“So we got to be awful good friends and the 
man took me into his ceil and lifted up his 
mattress and pulled outa doll and gave it to 
me. He said the doll’s name was Shorty.

“And every day we used to comedown with 
the sheriff and let the prisoners out for a 
walk and talk to them.

DODGING PLAN SCORED 


Judge Carpenter Assails Bat- 
tle of Technicalities and 
Hair Splitting. 


NEW FIGHT WILL BE MADE 


One of the most important decisions bear- 
ing upon anti-trust prosecutions in the fed- 
eral courts was given yesterday by Judge 
George A. Carpenter of the United States 
District court. 

Judge Carpenter overruled the demurrer 
made by the ten indicted Chicago packers to 
the charges formulated Sept. 12, 1010, by the 
government that they were concerned in a 
combination or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade, and brought the trial of the defendants 
on the merits of the charges one step nearer. 
The hearing probably will be set for some 
time early In the fall. 

As a result of Judge Carpenter's decision 
the e men of the nation's meat m- 
dustry are nearer the toils of the law than 
at any time since the first blow was struck 
at the so-called“ beef trust,“ May 10, 190%, 
nine years ago.

Face a Serious Situation. 

Even in 1006, when the fate of sixteen 
packers was seemingly in the balance while 
they were being tried in Judge Humphrey's 
court, only later to be treated to an immu- 
nity bath, was the situation for the packers 
considered so serious as today * 

A dispatch from Washington at right 
said that the department of justice is pre- 
paring to bring the beet trust case to an 
early trial. Senator Kenyon of Iowa wil] be 
in charge of the prosecution. When he re- 
signed as assistant to the attorney genera! he 
offered his services free in the case and At- 
torney General Wickersham accepted them. 

Judge Carpenter's opinion is regarded as 
a remerkable document, aside from the ap- 
plication to the case under consideration. 
In it tee court advanced as a principle that 
when a statute defines an offense in simple 
English, and when the words of a statute 
have a definite and precise meaning, courts 
should not go elsewhere in search of con- 
jectyge in order to restrict or extend the 
meaning. 

Underiying the opinion there was, in the 
epinion of many lawyers, a sharp eting of 
rebuke to the attorneys who urged insuffi- 
‘ciency in the Sherman iaw’s provisions and 
in the form and substance of the indictments 
returned against the packers. He called 
attention to the fact that the same counsel 
had said under oath previously that the facts 
charged were specific enough and sufficient. 


Attacks Hairsplitting“ Methods. 


At several points in the opinion Judge Car- 
penter gave his views on the subject of “hain

In effect the opinion of Judge Carpenter, 
which comes aga serious blow to the packers 
and which brought about such confusion tn 
the ranks of the packers’ counsel that the 
sole escape that could be grasped at the mo- 
ment was to give notice of arguments on the 
application for a bill of particulars next 
Wednesday, demanded that the packers stop 
quibbling over forms and procedure and pre- 
pare to appear before a court for trial upon 
the charges in the indictment. 


Calls Language Clear. 

The determined attitude of the court on the 
subject was summed up in the following: 

In the view which I take of former u- 
preme court decisions, it will not be neces- 
sary for me to determine whether the con- 
gress of the United States meant exactly 
what it sald in passing that act, or whether 
its meaning was to deperd upon judicial con- 
struction.

Attorney John 8. Miller déclined to enter 
into a discussion of the opinion, and Attorney 
George T. Buckingham was out of the city. 
The latter is to be consulted before applica- 
tion is made next Wednesday for a bill of 
particulars. — 


Little Delay Now 

While the application for a bill of partiou- 
lars is in itself of minor importance, end 
the attorneys for the government are not 
im any fear of a decision in favor of the 
motion, it is likely that it will go to argu- 
ment, and another lengthy decision will be 
required. 

“We will resist the application,” said 
Special Assistant Attorney James H. Wil- 
kerson, “and this will mean more delay. 
But this delay will not be of importance in 
view of the intimation by the couft that 
he would not set the case for trial before 
mext fall. 

“It can be cleared up in a few days, and, 
in my opinion, the defendants, in that ‘ac- 
tion, will have reached the limit of tactical 
evolution that can be based upon legal tech- 
Bicalities at this stage of the prosecution.” 


Sends News to Wickersham. 

United States District Attorney Sims wired 
the effect of the decision to Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham at once, and said he was 
ready to proc with the trial of the cage at 
any day the cotrt might name, 

“In my opinion,“ he said, Judge Car- 
penter's decision is ofe ot the strongest and 
most important that hes been hahded down 
under the anti-trust laws. The points con- 
sidered were so broad that the decision will 
become a precedent in all future prosecu- 
tions under ...c Sherman act. There was 
not one legal crumb in the decision that 
the defense could call its own. It was clean 
cut and expressed the views of the court on 
the quibbling and dilatory tactics in cases 
where the point in contention is the innocence 
e guilt of parties as charged. 


Attacked Law and Indictments. —. 
The decision of Judge Carpenter was 
rendered upon the demurrer of counsel for 
J. Ogden Armour and nine other Chicago 
packers to the indictments against them: 
The demurrer set forth that tne indictments 
were not sufficient nor definite enough not 
to be defective, and that the provisions of 
the Sherman act iteelf are too indefinite and 
uncertain in defining the elements of the 
crime, to punishment thereunéer. 

On April 14 argumente were concluded 
upon these contentions and yesterday Judge 
Carpenter notified the attorneys on both sides 
Mat he was ready to render his decision. 

There were present in the courtroom one 
attorney for the defendants and several for 
the government when the judge was ready to 
read uecision. The basis of all conten- 
ton was the indictments returned Sept. 
12, 1910, when ten of the leading packers 
of caso were charged with the main- 

tenance of three groups of operators, ‘which 
have eliminated all competition among them- 

selves in the meat industry of the United 
States. 


Opinion of the Court. 

The court said: 

“First I will d of the tention 
that the provisions the tthe opt act are 
*too indefinite and uncertain in defining the 
elements or constituents of the -crime to 
jurtify the indictments and ‘punishment 
Athereunder by imprisonment or fine.” 

“In this connection I may say that great

Act’s Purpose Called Clear.

Recalls Record of Case. 

My reading of the indictment is confirmed 
by the recordsin the present cases and has 
received the sanction of the Supreme court, 
of the United States.” 

The court then proceeded to review the 
history of the beef prosecutions, beginning 
at May 10, 1902, when the dtstrict attorney 
for the Northern district of Illinois filed a 
bij! in chancery in the United States Circuit 
court against the present defendants and 
various other corporations and persone. 
„The same counsel represented the defend- 
ants then as represent them on this demur- 
rer, continued the court. and even if there 
were doubt [I believe there is not] as to 
whether the bill in chancery charged the 
same facts as are charged in these indict- 
ments, we have the judgment of the defend- 
ants that the facts are substantially the 
same, These indictments were specific 
enough to warrant the defendants in stating 
this under oath. 


Quotes Supreme Court Decision. 

“ The decree of the Circuit court in the chan- 
cery case was reviewed in the Supreme 
court of the United States, and in all es- 
sential particulars was sustained, Mr. Justice 
Holmes delivering the opinion.”’ 

The court read excerpts from thig opinion, 
cancluding with the statement of Justice 
Homes. 

The scheme, as a whole, ems to us to 
be within the reach of the law. 

“In the light of that decision,” concluded 
the court, “ and upon principle, it follows that 
the indictments in this case state facts which 
amount in lew to a violation of the Sherman 
Adt. 

“ The demurrer will be overruled.” 


Asks for Early Trial. 

At the conclusion of the decision Judge 
Carpentet was asked if he were ready to set 
a date for the trial of the defendants. 

“From where I sit,” said the court, it 
appears that this case cdnnot be tried be- 
fore the summer vacation.“ 

We want an early trial,“ said Mr. 
kerson. 

“I want time,“ interrupted Attorney Mu- 
ler, 10 consult with Mr. Buckingham, who 
is now in Washington, and I am of the opin-

Norfolk, Va. May 12.—[Special.]—The 
Ward uner Merida, due at New Tork today 
from Vera Cruz, Progreso, and Havana, was 
rammed amidships at 12:30 o'clock this 
morning by the Admiral Farragut of the 
American ma}! steamship line, a frufter, ina 
heavy fog fifty-five miles east of Cape 
Charles. 

After the transfer of the passengers and 


crew of the Merida to the Admiral Farragut, . 
A the Ward liner foundered 


in thirty-five 
fathoths—210 feet—beyond the hope of sal- 
vage and too deep to interfere with theprog- 
ress of the deepest ships. 

_All the Merida’s passengers, 202 in the first 
and second cabin and st e, were sayed. 
One, a woman. was injured, but not severely. 

The story of the disaster was told by wire- 
less long Defore the passengers, officers, and 
crew of the Merida arrived in Norfolk to- 
night aboard the Old Dominion steamship 
Hamilton, which took them from the Admiral 
Farragut. 


Bullion Worth $500 000 Lost. 

The Merida carried more than $500,000 in 
silver. bullion} and this, with the valuables 
belonging to the passengers, went to the 
bottom. 

The crash completely wrecked the Merida. 
Its wireless apparatus was smashed and it 
was unable to send out a call for assistance. 
Two of the lifeboats were crushed. 

Capt. Robertson of the Merida encouraged 
the passengers. He told themthe boat would 
not sink for several hours and that every- 
body would be saved. Lifeboats werejlow- 
ered in drili-like fashion, and the womeh and 
chilcren were told to go first. 

Several foreigners in the fireroom crew 
rushed for the boats and were driven back 
by the officers. Everybody on board the 
sinking ship except the few foreigners 
worked to save the passengers. 

On board the Admiral Farragut efforts 
were made to lower boats and send out wire- 
less appeals for help. The force of the col- 
Hision put the wireless apparatus on the 
Farragut also oat of commission. 


Boatloads of Women and Children. 

The work of rescue went on for two hours. 
Boatload affer boatload of women and chil- 
dren were sent from the sinking ship to the 
Admiral Farragut, which lay half a mile 
away badly listed to port, with a big gaping 
hole in its port bow. The engines were dis- 
abled by the collision and the vessel was 
unable to move one way or the other. 

The Farragut's crew manned the lifeboats, 
and @teregarding their own safety or that of 
their vessel, pulled for the Merida, where men 
and wemen were hanging over the sides, some 
crying, others held in the arms of strong 
men, and all of them with just enough cloth- 
ing on to keep them covered. Not a soul 
saved anything else. 

When the work of rescue was complete the 
Farragut again made efforts to summon aid 
by wireless. Among the passengers was 
Perry E. Benson, who is an expert engineer. 
With his aid the damaged plant was put into 
working order and Operator Leach sent out 
this message: 

Need immediate assistance. Floating on 
forward collision bulkhead. Send help c uick.”” 


Wireless Calls Help. 

This message was repeated time and again 
and in half an hour word came back from 
the battleship Iowa and the Hamilton that 
they were not far off and would rush to 
the rescue. It was a race to save lives 
a the two steamers and the Hamil- 
ton 

It was a few minutes after,§ o’clock when 
the Hamilton sighted the Admiral Farragut 
through the fog. By 9 o'clock it was along- 
side and by 10:45 o’clock every soul on board 
was transferred to the Old Dominion liner. 

Then Capt. Boaz of the Hamilton wanted to 
aid the Farragut, but word came back that it 
would endeavor to make Delaware break- 
water. The Iowa, which heached the scene just 
before the last person was taken off the 
Farragut, lowered lifeboats in a hurry and 
sent them skimming in the direction of the 
crippled ship. The Iowa remained near the 
Admiral Farragut and offered to tow it. 


Gets Warship as Escort. 

Capt. Madero of the little fruiter declined 
the ald of the battleship, but said he would 
welcome the escort of the Iowa if it would 
see his vessel safe to port. 

The Iowa when last heard from was fol- 
lowing the Farragut toward Philadelphia. 
The fruiter was proceeding with a crippled 
engine and was not making more than four 
knots. 

Benton, who aided in the rescue of women 
and children from the Merida, declared the 
collision was so sudden and the crash so ter- 
rific that many persons were thrown out of 
their bunks. 

got out on deck in time to see the Far- 
ragut pulling away from our ship, he said. 
We did not know what was wrong at first, 
but when the Merida set up a shrill call with 
ite whistle everybody rushed on deck. I saw 
two men shouting for their children. I saw 
two little babies run about the deck crying 
for their parents. 


No Panic Among Pagsengers. 

There was no panic among the passengers. 
The women were frightened, of course, but 
nobody fainted. The captain handled the 
situation like a veteran. He cheered the men, 
encouraged the women, and patted the little 
children on the head. Into the arms of one of 
the men in a lifeboat he dropped two small 
children. Don't you cry, fat one,’ he said 
to the boy. ‘If you do you won't get ary of 
the candy the first officer has in that boat.’ 
Philip H. Wilson of New Brighton, N. T., 
was next to the last person to leave the 
Merida. He remained with the captain until 
every soul was off the ship and the vessel 
itself was in danger any minute of being 
swamped. 

I did all I could to help rescue the women 
and children on the ship.“ said Mr. Wilson. 
“I carried a couple of little ones to a life- 
boat, and two mothers held out their arms 
and grabbed them from me. One of them 
kissed me in her excitement and I think I 
never shall forget that. She was so glad to 
find her baby that she cried and laughed at 
the same time.“

REBELS MARCH ON CHIHUAHUA. 
Chihuahua, Mexico, May 10, via El Paso, 
May 12.—Two thousand insurrectos, part of 
the band operating in the districts south of 
here, are reported today to be marching on 
Chihuahua. Already the advance guard is 
encamped around the city. 
An armed mob today entered Nombre de 
Dios, a suburb, looted all the stores, and 
took all the horses. Despite the presence of 
1,500 federal troops in nearby barracks, they 
escaped. 

Santa Eulalia, an important mining camp 
twelve miles east of the city, has been aban- 
doned by all the municipal officers because 
of the approach of the insurrectos. The place 
is now regulated wholly by Americans em- 
ployed in the mines. 

This city is in great fear of attack because 
of the extreme violence by the insurrectos in 
their northward march. The whole district, 
embracing Durango, Torreon, and interme- 
diate towns, has been in a state approaching 
anarchy. 


REBELS NEAR CANANEA, SONORA. 

Cananea, Sonora, Mex., May 12.—Mayor 
Arnold of Cananea today went to intercede 
with rebel chiefs who are threatening an at- 
tack on this town and urge them not to at- 
tempt the capture of Cananea. At a late hour 
the conference between the mayor and Juan 
Cabral, leader of the rebels, was in progress. 

In response to an urgent message from Dr. 
L. D. Ricketts of Cananea to Capt. John C. 
Greenway of Bisbee, Ariz., a dozen automo- 
biles arrived here today from that city to 
take the American women and children there 
into the United States. 


CHICAGOAN REPORTED KILLED. 
New York, May 12,—[Special.]—George 
Boldt, son of the manager of the Waldorf- 
Astoria, reported killed at Tia Juana, Is in 
New York. Mrs. C. B. Clemans, his sister-in- 
law, here tonight declared her latest infor- 
mation is that the man killed was Frank 
Mercer, son of a Chicago lumberman. 


OPEN PORTS TO REBELS. 

Washington, D. C., May 12.—Legitimate 
commerce between the United States and 
the border towns of Mexico now in the hands 
of ingurrectos will not be interfered with 
by the United States government. 

The intricate problem of international law 
arising from the Mexican border situation 


was discussed by the cabinet today and 


the general policy was laid down that there 
would be no interruption of trade, which 
did not violate the neutrality of the United 
States. 


WIFE GETS $100,000 ALIMONY. 


Divorce Granted Spouse of Prof. Wheel- 
er of Yale, a Fofmer Chicagoan, on 
Grounds of Cruelty. 


New Haven, Conn., May 12.—[Special. 1 
Divorce with alimony of $100,000 was today 
awarded Mrs. Henry Lord Wheeler, wife 
of the Yale professor. She claimed cruelty. 
The sum allowed is the largest recorded in 
a Connecticut court. Wheeler is the first 
Yale professor from whom a divorce has 
been obtained. 

Mrs. Wheeler was Eva Swarthout, an ac- 
tress. They married in 1906, and have one 
child. 

Wheeler was born in Chicago in 1887. He 
is a member of a prominent family of that 
city and inherited a fortune. He is a grad- 
uate of the Sheffield Scientific school of the 
class of 1890, and took special research work 
in Munich and the University of Chicago.

Sulzer Offers House Resolution 


Against Pollution of Lakes. 3 
BACKS UP EVANS CRUSADE. 


Contemplates International Agreement 
with Canada. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPON DEN. 

Washington, D. C., May 12—[Specieal. 1— 
The first move in a national campaign to pro- 
hibit the drainage of sewage into fresh water 
lakes and streams and to compel the dis- 
posal of municipal refuse by incineration or 
other means was made in the house of repre- 
sentatives today. It inaugurates 4 national 
attack on the causes of tyhoid fever epi- 


demics. 

Representative Sulzer of New York in- 
troduced a resolution proposing a conven- 
tion between the United States and Canada 
under the terms of which the pollution of the 
great lakes from sewage and similar sources 
may be prevented. It contemplates an in- 
ternational agreement prohibiting cities 
and all other communitie and persons from 
depositing waste matter in any of the five 
lakes. 

Backs Up Health Officers. 

* The object is that almed at by the Associa- 
tion of Health.Officers of Illinois. Indiana, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin Municipalities, or- 
ganized by Dr. W. A. Evans, as health com- 
missioner of Chicago. This body has been 
seeking to diminish the pollution of the lower 
end of Lake Michigan, into which sewage 
is drained from South Chicago and neighbor- 
ing communities. 

The resolution was referred to the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, of which Mr. Sulzer is 
chairman, and will be reported favorably to 
the house. Its advocates believe congress will 
approve it without delay. 

Within a short time another measure will 
be introduced proposing that the federal gov- 
ernment prohibit pollution by sewage of 
all navigable rivers and streams between 
two states. 

AL .we same time an educational campaign 
wil] be inaugurated to encourage the enact- 
ment of similar prohibitory legislation by 
states, applying to all streams and other 
bodies of water under state jurisdiction 
solely. 


New York State Offers Example. 

A conspicuous example of such a step in 
New York, in which state next month 4 
law will go into effect prohibiting the disposal 
of sewage in any lake or stream. The statute 
was enacted three years ago, since whichtime 
the communities have made arrangements 
to dispose of their sewage otherwise than by 
drainage into streams and lakes, the usual 
method adopted being that of incineration.

“Resignation Limit” Fixed by 
Board Expires; No Expulsions. 


PRINCIPALS *KEEP SILENT. 


May Curb Secret Society Activities by 
Withholding School Honors. 


The question of permitting pupils in the 
Chicago public high schools to maintain 
secret societies, thé Greek letter “ frats’’ 
and sororities, isn’t entirely a settled issue 
with the members of the board of education 
and school authorities. In fact, it is rather 
a delicate subject on the solution of which 
the board members are not entirely agreed. 

Only recently the board, urged on by cer- 
tain. circumstances which the members 
would prefer nöt to have transpired, is- 
sued an order prescribing expulsion from 
school of pupils who did not resign from the 
secret societies within three days after they 
were told by the principals to resign. The 
notices were posted, the three days elapsed a 
day or two ago, but there have been no ex- 
pulsions. 

The rule of the board of education with re- 
gard to fraternities and sororities states that 
trat members may be expelled from school 
when such affiliations are detrimental to 
scholarship and discipline. The frats exist, 
but it ie the opinion of several members ot 
the board that they have curbed the undesir- 
able activities and snobbisbness“ which for- 
merly existed and led to a warfare of exter- 
mination under former President Otto C. 
Schneider several years ago. 


Warfare? None in Sight. 

That drastic action against members of 
frats and sororities is contemplated—at 
least as long as their activities are not re- 
garded as harmful—did not appear from any 
source yesterday. At the John Marshal and 
Lake View High schools; whose respective 
principals, Louls J. Block and Benhjamin F. 
Buck, have engaged in previous skirmishes 
with the ‘ frais, secret society emblems and 
pins were inevidence, The wearers are wait- 
ing to see whether drastic action will be 
taken. But both. principals declined. to ex- 
press a declaration of intention.” 

Activities on their part are said to have 
been delayed by an. error in the. office of 
the superintendent of schools in sending out 
of reports of the new rule. The bulletin 
included only that part relating to the pro- 
hibition of membership in secret societies, 
failing to add the section relating ta sus- 
pensions and expulsions. Yesterday Supt. 
Ella Flagg Young caused an additional bul- 
letin to be sent out containing this latter 
section. 


To Bar Greeks from Honors?

Building to Be, Largest in 
Country Devoted Exclu- 
sively to One Road. 


WILL BE 14 STORIES HIGH. 


Site Seenred for Structure Is at 
Jackson Boulevard and 
Clinton Street. 


A new fourteen story general office bullding 
involving an expenditure of nearly a million 
and a half.dollars is to Be erected this year 
by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rall- 
way at the southwest corner of — 
boulevard and Clinton street. 

Plans are now being prepared for the Wed 
est structure devoted exclusively to the office 
purposes of a single railroad in the United 
States. It will take the place of the Burling 
ton's present office building at the nor theasé 
corner of Adams and Franklin streets, which 
wae built by the road in 1874 

Presjdent Darius Miller announced ye ster 
day that the company has acquired the prop 
erty. at Jackson and Clinton streets formerly 
ocpuplied by the building of the Stromberg- 
C arlson Telephone Manufacturing company. 


Building to Cost Over $1,000,000, 
The property has a frontage of 152 feet on 
Jackson boulevard and 175 feet on Clinton 
street. The purchase of the 24,000 square 
feet of ground and the old telephone building 
cost $350,000 and $1,000,000 is to be expended 
in the construction of the bullding itself, 
which will contain 200,000 square feet of 
avaliable office space as compared with 75,000 
in the Burlington's present office building. 

The building now on the site is to be 
wrecked about July f and it le expected to 
have the new offices completed for occupancy 
some time next spring. Approximately 2,0@0 
employés will be accommodated in the new 
structure. Marshall & Fox, architects, have 
charge of the plans. The building is to be 
finished in white terra cotta. 

The planning of the new building is ofe of 
the enterprises undertaken by Mr. Miller 
since he was promoted from first vice preal- 
dent to president a little over a year ago. 


What Other Roads Do. 

But few of the railroads entering Chicag® 
have office buildings of their own outside of 
theif station structures.

The White House, Washington, D. C., 
May 8.—My Dear Secretary Dickinson: I 

‘ heve your letter of resignation and am 
very sorry the personal considerations, 
as you have explained them at length to 
me, leave me no alternative and require 
me to accept it. Since you wrote you have 
signified to me that if I thought your“ 
leaving the war department would em- 
barrass me in view of conditions in Mex- 
ico, you would request to be allowed to 
sacrifice your personal interests and con- 
tinue in office. While I fully appreciate 
the high sense of duty that prompts your 
offer, I am glad to say that recent devel- 
opments indicate that no crisis is likely 
to arise making your withdrawal now any 
more of an embarrassment than at a later 
date or justifying my asking from you 
such a sacrifice. 

In coneenting to a severance of our offi- 
cial relations I wish to tell you how sat- 
isfactory your administration of your 
great department has been. It involved 
the care and control of the army, the gov- 
ernment of the Philippines and Porto 
Rico, the construction of the Panama 

canal, and incidentally the government of 
the canal zone. In every way your work 
has been admirable and entitles you to the 
gratitude of your countrymen. 

Pereonally, I wish to thank you for what 
you heve done and for.your invariable 
dense of loyalty to the administration, 
and to express my deep regret that our 
delightful intimacy growing out of our 
official family relation is to end. I sin- 
cerely hope you may be able to achieve 
success in the personal business that now 
claims your earnest effort. Believe me 
that you carry with you into private life 
my high respect and affectionate regard.

At the time he accepted the portfolio 
he told Mr. Taft he could not enter official life 
unless the president should consent to his 
argument of the case of the Illinois Central 
railroad, of which he was general counsel, 
with headquarters in Chicago, against the 
state of Illinois. 


Argues Case While in Cabinet. 

Mr. Taft agreed to this condition, and Mr. 
Dickinson, secretary of war, appeared as 
the legal representative of the railroad 
named against the commonwealth. The 
court subsequently decided the case in fa- 
vor ofthe state. 

A few months ago, the Bon Air Coal com- 
pany of Tennessee; in which the Dickinson 
family is largely interested, went into the 
hands of a receiver. It was necessary that 
something be done in behalf of the family 
fortunes, and Mr. Dickinson so informed the 
president. Mr. Taft sympathized with the 
embarrassment of his subordinate and de- 
cided that it would be unfair to him not to 
accept his resignation. 

It was stated at the White House tonight 
that the president fully expects credence 
to be given to reports that he felt the 
resignation of his Democratic cabinet of- 
ficer to be necessary because of the approach- 
ing campaign. 

Dickinson Gives Out Statement. 

Mr. Dickinson in a prepared statement 
said that for many years he had been in- 
terested in the Bon Air Coal company of 
Tennessee, which had recently gone into 
the hands of a receiver, and that his inter- 
est there required looking after. 

Being asked,” the statement continues, 
“whether or not his resignation had any 
political significance, Mr. Dickinson said 
emphatically that it had none of any char- 
acter. Being further asked what he in- 
tended to do, he statea that he was going 
to Tennessee and make that his future 
home. 

“ Asked whether or not he purposed taking 
any position with any large corporation, he 
said he bad no such idea; that his present 
plans even as to practicing law were very 
vague; that he had no plans except to go 
to Tennessee and attend to his private af- 
fairs.” 

President Moves Swiftly. 

The president moved swiftly when he found 
that he had to select a new secretary of War. 
on Wednesday night Secretary Hilles was 
dispatched to New York posthaste. He met 
Mr. Stimson the next day, but the latter 
wished to consult with his father, who was 
then on the Atlantic bound for Europe. Mr. 
Hilles came back to Washington and Mr. 
Stimson resorted to the wireless. 

His father’s answer advising him to ac- 
cept came today and late this afternoon he 
called up the White House on the long 
distance telephone and said he would be glad 
to become Mr. Taft's second secretary of 
war. The dgal was closed right then and the 
president, who was waiting to go toa garden 
party in the White House grounds, ve a 
sigh of genuine relief. 

The appointment of Mr. Stimson will give 
New York two members of the cabinet, At- 
torney General Wickergham being à resi- 
dent of that state. 

Mr. Stimson has had no special military 
training, but in talking to friends tonizht the 
president expressed the belief that he was the 
sort of man who could come intosthe war de- 
partment and easily and quickly get the 
swing of affairs.

SENATE MAY SPOIL PLAN. 


Lucy Page Gaston Not Present When

regular biennial anti-cigaret bill was passed 
todey by the house in the absence, however.

House bill 324, Burns—Empowers municipalities 
to condemn land lying along lakes and navigable 
streams for bathing beaches and recreation piers.

House bill 601—Shurtleff—Fixzes the salary of the 
clerk of the Supreme court at $10,000 per annum 
and requires him to turn over every three months 
to the state treasurer all fees collected by him.

This number includes nine progres- 
sives—Borah, Bourne, Bristow, Clapp, Craw- 
ford, Cummins, Dixon, Gronna, and La Fol- 
lette. Nine Republicans surety will vote for 
the bill, three of them progressives—Brown, 
Poindexter, and Works. It is not certain how 
Senators Cullom and Lérimer will vote. 

For advantage to the progressive: moye- 
ment members of this group of Republicans 
are discussing the advisability of adopting a 
program calling for united denunciation of 
the agreement in Its present forms, codpera- 
tion in support of the various amendments 
proposed by Senator Cummins, which they 
expect will be defeated, and then the cast- 
ing of a unanimous vote for the passage of 
the agreement in its original form. Whether 
ft will be possible to to do anything of this 
kind is doubtful, but at least the fact that the 
effort is being made is worthy of public notice.

WRITES TO PARLIAMENT. 


Says $13,000,000 of Securities Are in 
Wrong Hands, 


Ottawa, Ont., May 12.—That over $18,000,- 
000 par value of curities improperly passed 
into the hands po Ser man and his asso- 
clates in the creation of the Canadian ce- 
ment merger was the extrdordinary charge 
made to the private bills committee today 
in a letter written by Sir Sanford Fleming, 
one of the most prominent men in Canada. 

He is president of the International Port- 
land Cement company of Hull, and until 
recently was hpnorary president dof the 
Canada Cement company, which is the title 


under which eleven of the leading cement 


companies of Canada were merged two years 
ago with a capital, of $80,000,000. 

The letter was addressed to the chairman 
of the private bills committee and was a 
protest against proposed legislation author- 
izing the merger to substitute $11,000,000 
debenture 7 per cent stock for $11,000,000 7 
per cent cumilative preference stock. 

The cement merger was put through by 
W. M. Aitken, a young Canadian financier, 
who is the head of the Bond and Share 
company of Montreal, which contracted for 
the securities of companies in the merger.

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ROYALTY VISITS 
EMPIRE FESTIVAL 


King George and Queen Mary 
Cheered in Streets on Way 
to Crystal Palace. 


BIG HISTORY PAGEANT. 


40,000 Children “Greet Sover- 
eigns; 100,000 at Display 
of Colonies. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 12.—King George made his 
first appearance this afternoon before his 
people in the opening coronation ceremony, 
when he drove with Queen Mary from Buck- 
ingheam palace to the Crystal palace to open 
the festival of empire, an imposing exhibi- 
tion of the greatness of Britain's imperial 
resources and a demonstration of the prog- 
ress made in commerce, art, and craftsmdn- 
ship. 

What the two courts this week were to the 
fashionable world of London the king's and 
queen's appearance today was to London's 
millions, and King George knows now that 
he has made his own place in the hearts 
of his people. The late King Edward cer- 
tainly had a standard of popularity, end Lon- 
don was curious t know what sort of a recep- 
tion would be accorded to King George. 

The weather was beautiful. It was a per- 
fect Dnglish spring day, such as was usually 
referred to as the “ queen's weather in the 
time of the late Queen Victoria, and Roose- 
velt weather” in America. Thousands of 
flags were displayed along the eight miles of 
the parade, and how the thousands of people 
who had assembled did cheer his majesty, 
adding the steady, oft repeated call of the 
king,” “the king.“ The monarch bowed 
gravely in response to these demonstrations 
and the queen smiled joyously. The king was 
in ordinary dress and the queen wore a lilac 
own and a hat to match. 


Parade Is on Time to Minute. 

The royal procession took about only two 
minutes to pass a given point It consisted 
of the royel carriage, drawn by four horses, 
and two other coaches. The second and third 
carriages contained ladies in waiting, maids 
of honor and equerries, and Lord Francis 
Knollys, tht king’s privatesecretary. These 
carriages were drawn by two horses. 

The king was extremely punctual and did 
not vary-three minutes from the scheduled 
time in passing any given point. He let 
Buckingham palace at 2:20 o'clock and ar- 
rived at the Crystal palace at 8:20 o'clock, 
where he formally opened the festival] of 
empire. One of the principal features of the 
demonstration wes a great assemblage of 
school children and boy scouts, who lined the 
streets through which the royal procession 
passed. These numbered 40,000. 

The festival of empire is a huge pageant of 
the overseas dominions to help Great Brit- 
ain realize the extent of the regources of the 
distant lands and peoples whoowe allegiance 
to King George. It is supported by Canada, 
Newfoundlarfd, and New Zealand. The cost 
of getting up the festival amounted to $2,500, - 
000, of which Canada guaranteed $350,000. 

100,000 Await Zovereigns. 

There were nearly 100,009 people at the 
Crystal palace awaiting the arrival of the 
king and queen. These included the ambas- 
sadors and ministers of various nations and 
many prominent persons. The royal party 
arrived promptly at 3:20 o'clock. For three 
minutes before his arrival the crowd had 
kept up an incessant cheer and this was re- 
doubled when the king actually appeared. 
His majesty walked straightway to the con- 
cert hall through a long line ot troops. There 
was an audience of 12.000 persons in the hall 
and they cheered the royal party to the echo. 

Clara Butt, the noted contralto, sang the 
solo part of God Save the King, while 
fifty massed choruses of 4,500 voices joined in 
the chorus. The effect of this volume of 
sound was tremendous. The concert then 
commenced, after which tea was served in 
a special room to the members of the royal 
family. The king and queen then drove 
through the grounds and reviewed the thou- 
gands of persons who participated in the 


pageant. 
Historical Pageant Enacted. 

When King George and Queen Mary entered 
the palace they were accorded e reception 
such as must have stirred them deeply. 
Twelve thousand persons in the audience 
joined their voices with 4,500 men and wom- 
en, the trained chorus singing God Save the 
King in the enormous central transept of 
the palace. Then followed. cheering, which 
resounded tot . limits of the grounds. 


There was a concert which was tame tn char- 
acter. At the conclusion of the final number 
the king and queen had tea, after which they 
drove around the pageant grounds, where 
10,000 or 15,000 amateur actors and actresses 
who had participated in the pageant of Eng 
Mah history were grouped, attired in costumes 
ranging from the time of the Druids to the 
nineteenth century. 

Unfortunately the grand stands were only 
half filled. This was not because there were 
not thousands anxious to be there but be- 
cause in the chaofic disorder of all arrange- 
ments the seat holders were unable to get 
through the lines tothe pageant ground. This 
resulted in a scene of considerable tumult 
after the king and queen had left the grounds, 
when a mob stormed the box offices and de. 
manded the return of their money. 

No attempt was made to give the king and 
queen a look at any of the various features 


of the show, none of them being ready. 


Ambassador Reid Gives Dinner.

scene of many brilliant functions during the 
coronation season, Ambassador Reid and 
Mrs. Reid tonight gave their first diplomatic 
dinner. The chief guests were Augustin Ed- 
wards, the new Chilean minister to Great 
Britain, and Mrs. Edwards. Among those in- 
vited to meet them were Mrs. W. H. Crocker 
and Mise Crocker of San Francisco. 


LADY DECIES GOES THROUGH 
OPERATION SUCCESSFULLY. 


Attack of Appendicitis of an Acute 
Nature Causes Quick Resort to Sur- 
gical Treatment, 


LONDON, May 12-—Lady Decies, who was 
Miss Vivien Gould, underwent an operation 
for appendicitis this morning. The surgery 
was done at the residence of her mother-in- 
law, Dowager Lady Decies, and according to 
subsequent announcement the result was 
most satisfactory. 

It now appears that Lady Decies has been 
suffering from more or less severe attacks 
of appendicitis for some time, and among 
intimate friends of the family it had been 
frequently stated that she was about to sub- 
mit to an operation. These statements were 
always denied, and only yesterday Lord 
Decies wrote that while she had experienced 
some trouble from the cause reported, an 
Operation was unnecessary. 

It ls now explained that a more acute at- 
tack occurred last evening and a resort to 
surgery was suddenly decided upon. 


GRAND DUKE VISITS ITALY: 


Boris of Russia Honored by King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel When He Arrives 
as Special Envoy. 

ROME, May 12.—The Russian Grand Duke 
Boris and his mother, the Grand Duchess 
Viadimir, arrived tonight and were received 
at the railway station by King Victor Em- 
manuel and Queen Helena. Their mission is 
to bring the congratulations of Emperor 
Nicholas and the Russian government upon 
the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
United Italy. 


ALEXANDRA IN GOOD HEALTH. 


Dowager Queen at Sandringham for 
Coronation Period After Med- 
iterranean Cruise. 


LONDON, May 12.—Queen Mother Alex- 
andra, who returned a week ago from a 
cruise in the Mediterranean, has taken up 
residence at Sandringham palace, where she 
will remain until after the coronation. Dur- 
ing the cruise and since her return the queen 
mother has enjoyed good general health.

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Discus Playground Equipment. 
Washington, D. C., May 12.—({Special.]—A 
feature of today's session of the National Play- 
grounds Association of America, which here- 
after will be known as the National Play-

pa yas the talk given by Edward B. De Groot 
of “Wee on the subject of playground equip- 
men 

Pointing out the pitfalis into which play- 
ground committees, public boards, and archi- 
tects fall when they essay to fit up play- 
grounds, Mr. DeGroot said that while equlp- 
ment includes apparatus the reverse of the 
proposition is not true. 

Too much attention, he declared, is given to 
apparatus and too little to equipment, which 
includes the selection of the site, grading, 
surfacing, drainage, the provision of shade and 
light, embellishment with trees and plan a 
the provision of drinking fountains, toilet, and 
bathing facilities. 

The second pitfall noted by Mr. De Groot 
was the general misconception of the child's 
point of view in regard to play. Except in 
particularly crowded districts the children are

about 25,000, only 10,000 less than the 

highest mark set by the recent exhibit in 
New York. On that occasion it was necessary 
to call for police reserves to handle the crowds, 
and the management of the Chicago exhibit 
fears that if the attendance increases corre- 
spondingly here today similar action will be nec- 
essary. Owing to the vast number of sc ool 
children who, on account of their participation 
in the entertainment work, entered free, the paid 
aamissions only reached about 5,000. 

Exhioitors are surprised at the interest being 
taken in the exhibit by children. 
expected that the majority of the audiences 
would be parents. Instead, the children have 
far surpassed adults in attendance. Their ac- 
quaintance with subjects of hygiene and the like 
has stari.ed some of the persons who thought 
they knew most about it. ‘ 

— 

In front of the city health department ex- 
hibit in the afternoon stood an Italian girl 
about 12 years old and her mother. They 
gazed quietly for some moments at the ex- 
hibit. It was a house designed by Dr. C. St. 
Claire Drake of e health department. The 
windows in the upper part were open; in the 
lower closed. On the beds in each lay minia- 
tures of a mother and child. As they breathed 
light, thin smoke issued from their mouths. 
This was Dr. Drake's way of displaying the 
bad effect of closed rooms— the closed room, 
of course, was full of smoke (impure air)—the 
open room quite clear and pure. 

The Italian mother objected. She did not 
breathe smoke. Evidently the doctor was 
mad. The child gesticulated and explained 
volubly. The mother was unconvinced. The 
child sought aid from the “explainer.” As 
simply as possible he explained, and the child 
translated. Suddenly the mother nodded—she 
had perceived. She broke into violent words. 

“What does she say, the explainer in- 
quired. 

“She says 
shut down again,”

answered the daughter. 
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About the hardest worked man in Chi- 
cago during the day was Dr. Richard C. Cabet 
of the Massachusetts general hospital and 
Harvard school. In the morning, in the after- 
noon, and again at night he talked before the 
visitors on the connection of hospital with 
social service. He dwelt upon the fatuity of 
sending a cured patient back to the same con- 
ditions which originally had engendered his 
disease. 

“A baby was brought to our hospital last 
year. It was suffering from stomach trouble. 
We cured it. A month later it returned, sick 
again. A social service worker investigated 
and found that the mother, being a generous, 
kind hearted soul, was feeding the child on 
beer and hash. As it was only 4 months old, 
the diet didn’t assimilate. 

“Social service workers should be part of 
the equipment of hospitals. To cure a case 
and return it at once to the identical environ- 
ment from which it sprang is pure waste. 
The patient, if only from the point of 
economy, should be taught how to prevent a 
repetition of his troubles.” 

Dr. Cabot's talk was delivered in Grace Epis- 
copal church, next door to the Coliseum, as the 
noise of the crowds in the big building prevent- 
ed any attempts at speaking from the main 
platform. Instead of attempting anything of the 
kind, the directors repeated their triumph of 
Thursday nignt by turning the children loose on 
the visitors. At 2 o’clock a chorus of 1,900

Two thousand school children singing “The 
Star Spangled Banner” are capable of some ex- 
pression. The contrast, too, between the clear 
voices and the silent scenes of misery posted 
about the exhibit stirred the visitors to a unanl- 
mous show of feeling. As the song swept 
through the hall, chatter ceased and a good 
many people stood still. The children had 
scored. During the remainder of the hour that 
they sang thousands restlessly wandered from 
the exhibits back to the platform, and then back 
to the exhibits again, in a sort of unconscious 
comparison. 

After the songs came dancing by pupils from 
the ward schools. Twenty-four boys and girls 
from the Montefiore school participated in Ital- 
ian folk dances. From the Greeley, Ogden, and 
Alcott schools also were about 150 girls and 
boys who danced the old English folk dances. 
In addition, tnere were gymnastics by the boys. 

At night, after singing by a Firis' chorus 
from the high schools, moving pictures of the 
manual training taught in Hull house were ex- 
hibited. There has hardly been an hour since 
the exhibit started that something has not been 
going on in the arena. It was intended to hold 
some of the general conferences there, but so 
great has the noise of the sightseers been that a 
transfer has been necessary. They will here- 
after be held in the Grace church. 


Of the exhibits, the most popular, perhaps, 
were those of the health department. Another 
fascinating exhibit proceeding from the inven- 
tive faculties of Dr. Drake opened yesterday. 
Dr. Drake's latest is an outgrowth of the 
discovery that 8,500 babies died last year in 
Chicago of preventable diseases. As this is 
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25, 000 See the Child Welfare Exhibit : | 
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about 25 per cent of the total births, Dr. 
Drake is in favor of checking it. Wherefore, 
he has constructed a revolving cylinder, on 
which are hung small dolls, dressed baby 
fashion. Above them is a metal figure of 
Death, equipped with the usual scythe. Below, 
presumably, is the grave. 

Death allows three of the four dolls to get 
by him every minute, but when the fourth 
comes around, “Blop!” goes the tin scythe, 
and a doll drops.

The children paid most attention to the 
“play shop” and the playground exhibits. 
Four policemen were standing in front of the 
counter, each with some mysterious summons 
to childhood in his hand. 

Hey, there,” exclaimed a small boy, squeez- 
ing between them, “I want to look, too.” 
With sad reluctance the policemen, reminded 
of their years and station, moved away. The 
“playhouse,” it may be mentioned, ie the 
home of educational toys. They. can be taken 
apart and put together again. 

The explainers say this develops the invent- 
ive faculty of children. Previously, it t& 
pointed out, toys could only be taken apart. 
Putting them together again was only a dim 
and possible millennium. 

Almost as popular as the Play House—not 
with policemen, but with admitted children—is 
the Playgrounds. 

This is far over to one side. Tt is equipped 
with a sand pile, a slide, and a big rocking 
swing. All day long one continuous stream 
of hair ribbons, caps, petticoats, and hilarious 
smiles poured over the top of the slide. 

The swing, which only accommodates 
twenty children at a time, didn’t have a dull 
hour. 

Back of the main platform is a fresh air” 
school tent. Ostensibly it is there for exhibi- 
tion purposes. It is a model of the fresh air 
tents which have been provided for two 
schools out of the Elizabeth McCormick me- 
morial fund. At night twenty small giris 
walked softly into it and established them- 
selves in twenty seats. A slightly larger girl 
with a red hair ribbon took the teacher's 
platform. 

“Now,” she inquired, “what is the worst 
thing about a public drinking cup?”

Somebody went to the head 
of the class, and thé teacher proceeded with a 
lecture on hygiene.

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English Women Seen 
by a French Sister.

| IDRRE DE COULEVALN, the author of 

“ On the Branch,” which wae one of the 

successes of a couple of years ago, is 

deut with a new book, “THD UN. 
KNOWN ISLE ” (Cassell), on entirely 


case ig not, as might be supposed, in the Pa- 
cific or Arctic ocean, but only seven and a 
half hours from Paris via Calais-Dover. This 
island is England, united to France by ca- 
ble and in congtant communication with that 
country by steamers, large and emall. Eng- 
land may be seven hours from Paris, but from 
Calais to Dover is not more than an hour 
and a half, but, Ol what an hour and a half! 
For the majority of French people Bngland 
ig a terra incognito; they neither know the 
language nor the true character of its in- 
habitants, They imagine all English women 
to be freckled and to carry their teeth on 
the outside of their mouths. A great many 
of them do this, but there aree great many 
who do not, but om the French stage an 
English Mees ie always represented in 
this way. It ts interesting to read what this 
Clever and vivacious French woman has to 
say of her neighbors across the channel. 


I might remark, by the way, that che in- 


cidentally turns here eyes toward Americans, 
and makes some pertinent comments on their 
manners and customs. Poor noblemen,“ she 
writes, “ marry either wealthy daughters of 
the middle class in their own country, or 
Americans, but these ladies in their new role 
Of grandes dames are not yet ripe.” Be 
American invasion in England seems to this 
writer to be a fine illustration of the weaver’s 
shuttle, which she discerns in everything. To 
quote from the book: 
When once she is married, the American woman 
makes the most touching efforts to assimilate and 


en to Anglicise herself; Even against her own 


private taste she will either pile on false hair or 
adopt a severe style of heir dressing. She will 
adopt the Grecian knot, wear extraordinary 
dresses, or overload her hat with feathers. Some of 
these women attempt to imitate the British de- 
meanor, accent, and affectations Their faces 
then have a peculiar, strained expreesion, which is 
the effect of the effort of assimilation they are 
almost unconsciously making. In town, the Ameri- 
cam woman has the advantage of the English wom - 
an, but in the country the English woman is ¢is- 
tinctly superior. The American woman has not yet 
learnt how to dress for outdoor Me. When she is 
walking with her husband, whether he be a squire 
or a lord, it is easy to see that she never wil) be his. 
comrade. She has not sport and horse in the blood 
like all the well born daughters of John Bull, and 
on this account the American woman seems bour- 
geois to the English woman. In her role as hostess 
in the English ancestral home, the American wom- 
an is charming, delicious, but not grande dame. 
With her tnferfors, her servants, her tenants, she is 
either too generous or too mean, too familiar or too 
haughty. She does not understand them, and they 
will never look upon her as anything but 4 for- 
eigner. 

So much for the American woman in Lon- 
don. Now let us see what this observing 
French woman says of English women: 


The Englishwoman hae a great deal of tempera- 
ment, and she is not a magnetic woman. Her voice 
has no warmth and her hand is dry; both are evi- 
dently bad conductors of electricity. Then, too, her 
face does not beam, her gaze is either dreamy or 
fized, shy or bold. Either from affectation or 
innate haughtinees, her eyes rather avoid entering 
into contact with strangers. Her mouth is firm, 
proud, hard, or else of the most childlike weak- 
ness. It often betrays extreme sensibility. Her 
physique and the qualities of her mind seem to me

This writer is impressed with the fact that 
the Englishwoman has à restricted vision, 
but on that account a distinct one. Her 
knowledge of life is extremely elementary: 

She haa little intention. In order to know an- 
thing at all, she has to learn a great deal. Her 
literal mind makes her incapable of understanding 
humor, or of indulging in it herself. Her nature is 
not joyous or sunny. She may be interesting and 
original, but she is rarely amusing. In the depths 
of her being, or rather of her imagination, there is 
sometimes a curious vein of morbidness which 
comes out in her strange idealiem, in her artistic or 
literary attempts. This void is, no doubt, produced 
by the masculine essence of her race and thé 
femininity of her sex, a most dangerous complex- 
ness. 

The woman in whom temperamem predominates 
Offers little resistance to temptation. She yields 
with a facility and a heedilessness astonishing to 
the Latin. She has a great deal of tmagination, 
ruse, and shrewdness. and an unécrupulousness 
which makes her dangerous. A man might escape 
the web woven for him by a Frenchwoman of this 
kind, but he could never escape the Englishwom- 


an's wed. She remains an amoureuse all her life. 


On studying such a woman closely, some hereditary 
blemish is nearly always to be found in her blood. 

It is Hard to stop quoting from this book, 
for it is most interesting as a clever French- 
woman's view of her sisters across the chan- 
nel.

RECOGNITION OF BELLIGERENCY. 

Is the present state of affairs in northern 
Mexico such as to justify, or make it expe- 
dient for, the American government to 
recognime theexistence of a state of belliger- 
ency in that country? In the case of Cuba 
the United States acted with great conserva- 
tism. Although the Cuban rebellion was a 
formidable one and controlled a considerable 
part of the island, no action was taken until 
the eve of the war with Spain, when both 
belligerency and the independence of the 
people of Cuba were recognized. 

When Great Britain and France recog- 
nized the belligerency of the confederate 
states the north denounced it as an un- 
friendly act. But the conditions justified 
it. There was a full-fledged government in 
working order. It had a capital and an 
army. It held undisputed possession of an 
extensive territory. If it were apparent 
that the insurrectionary movement headed 
by Madero was supported by a considerable 
portion of the population; that there was a 
fair prospect of its success; that the insur- 
rectionists had proved their ability to re- 
tain possession of certain well defined terri- 


| tory; and had established and were prepare ! 


to maintain a responsible civil government 
then the United States could with propriety 
recognize belligerency, if it saw fit. 

If the United States were to do so and the 
Diaz government were to win, it might con- 
sider the recognition precipitate and take 
it in ill part. If the United States were to 
do nothing and the insurgents were to til 
umph, they might resent its nonaction. On 
the other hand, it is more than likely that 
both sides would be better pleased if they 
were left altogether free to fight out their 
family quarrel. 

There is another point to be considered. 
It is-the duty of a state to protect all private 
property within its limits. Where the prop- 
erty of an alien has been destroyed by law- 
less subjects of that state, it is bound to 


| make compensation. But the recognition of 


belligerency would relieve the Diaz govern- 
ment, if it should maintain itself, of all 
responsibility for damages done by the in- 
surgents or by its own forces while fighting 
them. The United States could make no 
claim on behalf of its own citizens under 
those circumstances, for it has ruled on the 
case. It refused to acknowledge the right to 
damages for injuries inflicted on the property 
of subjects of Great Britain domiciled in the 
southern states by the military forces of the 
United States. On the other hand, if the 
Diaz government were to be overthrown 


and a Madero government installed, it would 


disclaim responsibility for damages inflicted 
while carrying on military operations 
agaifist the enemy. All legitimate claims 
against the old government it would be 
obliged to take care of. 

If the insurgents were to march on and 
capture the City of Mexico, drive Diaz into 
exile, and set up their own government, the 
United States would recognize that de facto 
government. With conditions what they 
Are now the only wise policy for the United 
States to pursue is that of President Taft. 
It fs to watch and wait, and to impress on 
all American citizens the duty of refraining 
from meddling in the Mexican muddle. 


A PROPER PUNISHMENT. 

To expel Northwestern university seniors 
who may be found responsible for the pub- 
lication of the sporting issue ot the Daily 
Northwestern does not seem to be fitting the 
punishment to the crime in the most logical 
fashion. ‘The offense itself indicates that 
in some mysterious way these students have 
gone through the mill but have avoided its 
processes.

HILE several members of the reign- 

ing houses of Purope already have 

distinguished themselves as avia- 

tors, including King Ferdinand of 

Bulgaria and King Albert of Bel- 

gium, the reigning Grand Duke of Hesse en- 

joys the distinction of being the first occupant 

of a throne to invent an aeroplane, on whtch 

his aviator brother-in-law, Prince Henry of 

Prussia, has made a number of successful 
trips at Darmstadt and elsewhere. 

The grand duke, who is a brother -inaw 
and the principal chum of Czar Nicholas, is 
a gifted man, whom people at the time of 
hie divorce from his high spirited English 
wife (now.Grand Duchess Cyril of Russia) 
were wont to look upon as effeminate, and 
with no mind beyond embroidery. 

That he knows a good deal about mechan- 
ics. gravity, etc., is shown by his invention 
of a successful aeroplane. He is a musical 
ecmpoger of much repute on the continent, 
is an adept both with brush and chieel, and. 
last but not least, has developed his capital 
Into a Ruropean art center. 

Formerly it was merely known as a place 
for schools, where young foreigners could 
obtaln some knowledge of the German lan- 
guage. But today it is the home of painters, 
eculptors, architects, composers, and authors 
‘of renown from all parts of Burope. They 
heve been encour to settle in his capital 
by gifte which he has made them of sites 
for their houses in one of the newest and 
finest quarters of the city. Some of them 
he helped to build. 

Others received an allowance from his 
privy purse, and all are objects of particular 
goodwill on the part of the grand duke, of 
the g d duchess, and of the court of Darm- 
stadt. The artists’ presence in the Hessian 
cepital has had the effect of attracting their 
friends, their admirers, and their followers 
to Darmstadt; and thus this dreary little 
city, recalled by Englishmen and Americans 
as the dullest scene of all the scenes of their 
youthful studies, has now become a popular 
anc attractive capital, such as was Saxe- 
Weimar in the days of Goethe, and later on 
ot Liszt, and such as was Munich in the days 
of Richard Wagner.

It may be added that friendly remon- 
strances have been offered by Baron von 
Schoen, the German ambassador in Paris, 
to the French government regarding the 
recently developed practice on the part of 
French aviators of flying over or tn the neigh- 
borhood of the Franco-German frontier.

Lord Southampton, who, ever since he 
joined the Tenth Hussars; nearly a quarter of 
a century ago, has been known by the nick- 
name, of Satan, has, in spite of his Union- 
ist proclivities in the political line, just re- 
ceived a remarkable testimonial from the 
district council of Thomastown, County Kil- 
kenny, which adopted à resolution placing 
on record its high appreciation of this Eng- 
lish peer as a gentleman and es a sports- 
man. 

Perhaps I should add that Lord Southamp- 
ton is not an Irish landlord. He is good look- 
ing, stands well over 6 feet, and is one of 
the finest horsemen in England, hunting 
being the all absorbing passion of his life. 
He has royal blood in his veins, and bears 
the arms of King Charles II. with a bar 
sindeter. 

He is the head of a junior branch of the 
ducal house of Grafton, founded by Henry 
Fitzroy, natural son of Charles II., by Bar- 
bara Villiers, Duchess of Cleveland. Lord 
Augustus Fitzroy, som of the second Duke 
o£ Grafton, married Elizabeth Cosby, daugh- 
ter of Col. William Cosby, governor of New 
York, and by this union had two sons, the 
elder of whom became the third Duke of 
Grafton, and the younger, Lieut Gen. 
Charles Fitzroy, was raised to the peerage 
in 1780 as Lord Southampton. 

The Rt. Hon. Henry Fitzroy, M. P., son 
of the second Lord Southampton, was the 
first member of the European aristocracy 
to wed a Rothschild, marrying in 1839 Hanna 
Meyer, sister of Baron Rothschild. The third 
Lord Southampton married Catherine Nu- 
gent, daughter of Walter Nugent, a baron of 
the Austrian empire, and she was one of the 
favorite ladies in waiting of Queen Victoria. 

oe 

Lord Southampton is well off indeed. He 
succeeded to the peeragé as a child of 6, and 
during his long minority his estates were 
so carefully nursed by histrustees that when 
he came of age he found himself in posses- 
ston of a large sum ot accumulated rentals. 

This wealth he still further increased by 
his sale of the Whittlebury estates, in North 
Hants, to Sir Richard Loder for a sum ofa 
little more than $2,000,000. He retained, 
however, his estates in Yorkshire and his an- 
cestral home, Islicote, near Shipston-on- 
Stour, which was once a manor belonging to 
the monks of Kenilworth. 

The Austrian title of baron borne by the 
brothers of the dowager Lady Southampton 
was granted to their father, Walter Nugent, 
in memory of the services of his kinsman, 
Laval Nugent of Ballynacarrow, in Ireland, 
whe entered the Austrian military service, in 
which he rose to be a field marshal, an am- 
bassador, one of Austria’s most famous com- 
manders and most successful statesmen. 

There was no end to the honors showered 
upon him, and before he died he was created 
an Austrian count, a~nember of the house 


Lot lords of Hungary, @ Roman prince, a 


kpight of the Russian Order of St. Andrew, 
which is the Muscovite equivalent for the 
English Order of the Garter, and also re- 
ceived from Austria the Order of the Golden 
Fleece. 

All the descendants in the male line of 
Prince Nugent are dead. The principal rep- 
resentative of his family and the chief of 
his collateral descendants is Count Laval 
Anthony Nugent, chamberlain to the Em- 
peror of Austria, and who, after having been 
three times married and once divorced, now 
lives with his third wife at Florence. 


— 

Apropos of Irishmen in the Austrian sery- 
ice, but few people are aware that through 
one of them, bearing the name of Brady, hail- 
ing from County Cavan, the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Dublin has the right of nom- 
inating scholarships to the Imperial Mili- 
tary academy at Vienna, the pupile’ expenses 
being defrayed by the income ofa fund which 
Brady, who died as an Austrian field mar- 
shel and baron, left for the purpose. 

Brady had deen sent to an ecclesiastical 
coliege at Vienne to complete his studies for 
the priesthood. One day the empress, notic- 
ing the young fellow’s fine bearing and figure, 
spoke to Col. Wogan Browne, another Irish- 
man in the military service of Austria, about 
the youth, declaring ehe thought it a pity thet 
so handsome and dashing a lad should not be 
in the my. 

The upshot was that Brady, through the 
empress’ influence, was released by his eccle- 
siastical superiors and permitted to take 
service in the army, where he rose to the 
highest rank, and, dying unmarried, ar- 
rauged that his small fortune “should be 
fo1 med. into a fund to facilitate the admission 
of his countrymen to the Austrian army. 

There is no stipulation as to ancestry or 
Mneage. For Baron Brady did not forget 
that he himself had been of Irish peasant 
birth. All that is d ig that the lads 
neminated should be of Irish parentage, and 
on graduation they are granted commissions 
| im whatever branch of the Austrian service 
they may select—engineers, cavalry, artil-

The personal property belonging 
to the estate consists entirely of securities 
kept in a downtown vault and downtown 
bank balances; the office of the estate is on 
Dearborn street.

In the case men- 
tioned where there are three trustees resid- 
ing in three different towns in this county, 
they have the right of listing the property 
from any one of the residences of the trustees.

THE ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION. 

Springfield, III., May 10.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—Actorney General Wickersham is 
to be congratulated for his prompt and effect- 
ive work in undermining the Rockefeller 
toundation.“ Hig report to the president 
will be the beginning of the end of a gigantic 
amd far-reaching effort to fasten in perpetuity 
the hold of this family upof all the interests 
of all the people for alltime. The Rocke- 
feller foundation seeks a place in the realm 
of corporate rule, without limitations. The 
axiomatic principle propelling this movement 
is the same as that which has dominated this 
family in all its great enterprises. The 
system which defies government control out- 
lines in a limited way the methods that would 
characterize the authority they seek when 
possessed of a perpetual franchise. 

The measure Rockefeller seeks from the 
government is more comprehensive than any 
sought by any individual inethe history of 
the nation. His millions are to pave the way 
for power to do what Rockefeller, his son, his 
charitable representative, and hie associate 
counsel gee fit to do without restrictions. 

The Rockefellers have for years been dis- 
credited before the bar of public opinion, 
Many of the states, together with the na- 
tional government, have in turn proceeded 
against them along lines that can only be 
considered criminal if applied to individuals 
with apparently little avail, mainly because 
of money—surely not of merk. A family al- 
ways in the courts, because guilty of nfrac- 
tions of the law, would hardly be regarded 
as entitled to legal safeguards against gov- 
ernment direction or interference. The fact 
that Sepator Gallinger stood ready to force 
the measure on the senate and at once see 
that similar action was taken by the house 
proves the proposition a menace to the people 
of the nation. The untrammeled administra- 
tion ot such treme ndously comprehensive 
powers would be a menace to the whole peo- 
ple, growing with its growth as concentered in 
five persons.

Firemen Should Inspect. 


NEW BUREAU PROBABLE. 


Subeommittee Named to Prepare for 
Transfer of Work. 


Mayor Harrison’s recommendation that 
fire protection inspection bo controlled by the 
fire department was indorsed by the council 
committee on buildings yesterday. 

The committee had before it the mayor's 
communication to the counci) prompted by the 
petition of the Women's Trade Union league 
for the oloser of the lives of 
employ és in workshops and factories.
